Henry Irving, Miss Ellen Terry, and the 
other priuoipala of the stroof; dramatic com- 
pany which opens its American tour in San 
Frunciaco early hetb mouth, have, for the 
past week, been the guests of British Colum- 
bia — first at Agasaiz, where they enjoyed 
tho hoapitulity of tho " Bella Vista," Mrs 
ProDert's comfortable hotel nestling in the 
shadow of the mouatainB, and then at the 
Hoter Vancouver. Unfortunately Victoria 
is not to ho honored with a visit, tho party 
going south overland yesterday. 

For years Mr. Irvitij^'a name has been in 
sepiirahlo from drairiatic art in its hiwhea 
developiijont. Ho has worked hia way 
patiently up tho Itilious ladder of fum 
until tho world now bows to him 
acknowli;(lging ids power to away th' 
feeliuga of men, and Imiling him as ono of 
the fireaieat Ihiukers and workers that 
eland lius over crowned aa a king. " Tlu- 
distinguiahed lOiigllsh iiclor " was born 
Keiuton, near ( ; luatonbury, I^ngland, 
February, IS.'iS, and wna chriMeiied Jolui 
Henry liroailrib ; tho " Henry Irving 
adnpicd na a atugo name at tho outset of 
his tlieatriciil caieer, and w«a a few years 
ago made hia legal cognomen by special act 
of pirlianiont. Appearing first upon tho 
stttgo at Sunderland in 18.")(J, Henry Irvin_ 
was an interpreter of "heavies," in which 
line he soon won distinction. His " Riiw- 
don Soudamore" in "Hunted Down,' 
"Robert Muciire" and "Bill Sikes,' 
the latter in " Oliver Twist," still 
livo in the memory of the last 
generation of English play-goers. It 
was not, however, until be played "Digby 
Grant," the selfish, luxurious, snobbiah, 
protagonist of James Alberry's comedy- 
drama " Two Roses," a personago evidently 
suggested by Dickens' " Mr. Dorrit,' that 
Irving was recognized as an actor of extra- 
ordinary powers of characterization. His 
appearance in the play and character above 
referred to at the Vaudeville theatre, Lon 
don, in 1870 1, was soon followed by his 
first public recitation of Hood's wierd voraos 
" Tho Dream of Eugene Aram," which ex- 
hibited hia remarkable ability to convey to 
an oudionco the impression of horror and to 
indicate tho agony of remorse. 

From that time to this, tho history of 
Henry Irving is in a great part tho his- 
tory of tho English stage, of which he is 
now recognized as tho undisputed head. 
A faithful student himself, all productiona 
with which ho has been identified in many 
years have been noted for their historical 
accuracy and their perfection of detail. 
" Thoroughness " is one of the items of his 
professional creed. 

I.il:; all rt^^Uy great men, Mr. Irving is 
extremely obliging uud invariably courteous. 
His readincas to oblige impressed itself upon 
member of the Colonist stafT who 
was one of those, .who voiced British 
Colombia's welcome at Agasaiz, and 
ho there ~ had the plcabure also 
of becoming acquainted with Miss Terry 
and the others of the merry little party. 
Mias Terry, whose theatrical fortunes have, 
in late years, been those of Mr. Irving, is 
far from tho apirituelle, wan being many 
picture her — plump, jolly, romping, keen 
at repartee, a very happy, light-hearted, 
tragedy quepn. Tho other members of the 
party are Mr. H. .). i.,oveday, Mr, Irving's 
manager and friend; Mrs. Loveday, Miss 
Craig, Ellen Terry's daughter by her first 
murriiigc, and Mias Lime. It waa by tho 
lattor's invitation that tlio party spent a 
lay or two on her brother's hop ranch, at 
Agassiz. 

" I have come to America for rest, recrea- 
tion and gain, " H!iid Mr. Irving in chat 
over a good cigt\r. " I have taken my trip 
by eaay stugon, iiiiii so liuve been able to 
thoroughly enjoy it. On my American tour, 
lam my own manager, andoum/Jtrtoi'cc will 
■ucludo 'liecket, ' 'King Heury VIII,' 
The Merchant of Venice, ' ' Much Ado 
About Jiothing, ' 'Louis XI,' 'Olivia,' 
' Charles 1, ' ' The Lyon's Mail, '•Nance 
Ohlli'-ld, ' and ' The l^jlls. "' 

The converaation changing, Mr. Irving 
apolce of the lamented 1! jotli in subdued 
tones. " He wiia u loveublo man and a dear 
friend, " ho Sidd. " I knew him well and 
was the better for knowing him. Our friend- 
ship dated Ironi the eixli'.a when his great 
genius was budding and eonlinued strong 
aud true until his death. " 

" Is the taste for Shukcsperian plays de- 
clining," was asked a little later. 

' ' III my experience," was the answer, 
"the taste for Shakespeare never has de- 
clined at any period— it is not declining, 
nor do I think it ever will." 

" Then do you not think that the great 
delineators of Shakespeare's creations are 
growing fewer and will die out 1 " 

" Not at all— young actors of worth are 
constantly coming to the fore." 

To the question " is it not possible to 
improve and iiicreafio the Block of actors in 
uii lines," Mr Irving said: 

" They nmy e.italdiiih hcIiodIh of elocution 
and polish up the young aspirant for stage 
honor.M, bin after all, actors, like poets, are 
' born, not made.' In tho many so-called

cctors the inspiration is missing, and who 
aan enjoy their automatic work ? : 

"An Botor must feel his part ; 'enter into 
it with hia whole soul ; sink hia, identity in 
it, or ho cannot bo a SQcoess. ..For this 
reason heavy acting is a ' terrible 
strain on tho nerves. Ellen Terry 
is prostrated ofter ' doing ' Cordelia 
in King Lear for seventy nights in 
auccesaion in the representation of King 
Lear is the most nerve-racking and brain- 
fagging task set in any of Shakespeare's 
plays. After playing it six weeks in suc- 
cession, as I have, one loses ambition and 
energy and longs for rest. My delightful 
trip through Canada has renewed my 
strength, uud I am now ready for a hard 
season again. 

."I noticed in the Vancouver AVorld, a 
few days ago, some very kindly references 
to myself and party, but the lust few lines 
in tho sketch I regret should have been 
published. It says that Ellen Terry lias 
been twice mariied — which is so -and twice 
divorced — which isimtruo. Ellen Terry's firat 
husband was a Mr. Craig, and her aecoud 
husband Captain Wurdoll, brother of Rev. 
\V. II, Warden, of St. Giles church, Col- 
chester. Captain Wardell, who waa ijetter 
known to the world as Charles Kelly, tho 
noted actor, died at Ellen Terry's house in 
London twelve years ago, Sbo had ju 
arrived from a tour abroad, and was enter- 
ing the house when her huaband breathed 
hia laat. 

", Such an error as made in tliia publica 
tioii is very painful to us. We all love 
Ellon Terry, and have prevented liur eeeiiig 
the paper, as it would only distieas her and 
takeaway thopleaaureof her delightful ti ip." 

'• I have heard it constantly aaaorted that 
memory improves with constant practice," 
was suggoatod. " You arc in a position to 
speak authoritatively ? " 

" Jn my cuao," the great actor replied, 
" I find my memory becoming less quick 
but n.oro lasting by constant use. As a 
young man I committed to memory eighteen 
parts u week. I should not like to under- 
take it now." 

" How do you remember ? What is your 
theory ? " was asked. 

VVell," was the answer after a moment's 
consideration, "I think wa aimply draw 
from our mental storebousea at our pleasure, 
I don't think any theories arc 
tenable. Sometimes we mislay a treasured 
thought, and have to hunt around through 
dusty, web-grown trucks, piled closely years 
ago, until, perchance, we stumble upon it, 
and pull it out to the clear view of our 
mental observation. 

I have an instance in point. Edwin 
Arnold, Patti and myself were invited 
guests at u' house in London. Arnold had 
delighted ihoae present with charmingly 
told tales of his travels in foreign lands. 
Patti had sung, and was leaving the piano, 
when she turned to me and asked me to re- 
cite something, I thought for a moment, and 
tho poem ' Belshazzar's Feast' came into 
my mind. I learned it under my desk, 
at school when I should have been studying 
my lessons. That was thirty years ago. 1 
had not recited it siuce, yet as a matter of 
fact I recited it in its entirety- — tliat poem 
that had been lying in memory's storehouse, 
untouched, unsought, for thirty, long, event- 
ful years. 

" Old age a fleets tho memory. I had an 
old actor named Mead with ino once, who 
in his day had been a leader in his profes- 
sion. He took the part of third witch in 
Mucboth, his lines coiniaencing 
Scale of DraKon- lontli of wolf — 
Witches— mummy— maw and t^ulf. 
" In spite of tho prompter's remonstrance 
the old fellow would always have it ' scale 
of dragoon,' etc. I apoke to him ono day 
and cautioned him that he must say ' dra- 
gon,' not 'dragoon' — I wouldn't have it 
occur again. 

That night the house was packed with 
a critical audience, and as be took his place 
among the witches he appeared a trifle ner- 
vous. When he got his cue he shouted out 
" ' Scale of dragoon — damn it, there I've 
said it again — tooth of wolf, witches, 
mummy, maw and gulf.' 
" Poor old fellow, he couldn't help it." 
It is needless to say that the veteran's 
blunder did nut entail too serious punish- 
ment, for Heury Irving has a kind heart. 
Tho following item from the Manitoba Free 
Press ilhiatratea his willingness |to help a 
brother-actor : — 

While Mr. Henry Irving and party 
were at Banll, there was acting tho Messrs. 
llewett's Comedy Company, Mr. Irving, 
ing that tho house was not a very full 
one, decided, for the novelty of the thing, 
to bo part of the audience; so he, Mias 
Terry and the rest of his party took it in. 
They bad not been tlure long bcf jre others 
thought it might be good enough lor them; 
in conat'tjuenco tho house was crowded and 
tho heart, of the manager of the company 
referred to made glad."

Sir John Tlioinpson Retnrns Home 
and Speaks of the 
Arbitration. 



Were Canada Not Joinecl to Brittitn 
Slie Would Have Had 
No Voice. 



TERRIBLE RAILWAY AGUIUENT. 

Sixteen People Klllsd and Forty Wonndeil in 
a Iioug Island Train Collision. 

Lo.NCi Island Citv, Aug. 26. — A fright- 
ful accident occurred to-night at Buahwick 
Junotion, on the Long Island railroad. A 
Bookaway train ran into tho rear end of a 
Manhattan Beaoh train about 1 1 :35 o'clock 
last night, telescoping several of the cars. 
Sixteen dead have been taken from the 
wreck, and their bodies are now lying in 
Havemeyer's tin shop, at Laurel Hill, which 
has been converted into a temporary 
morgue. It ia estimated that the number 
of injured will roach in the neighborliood of 
')5 or 10 people, many of whom, it ia be- 
lieved, will die. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
Ott.iwa, Ont., Aug. 20. — Sir John 
Thompaon returned from Paris to-day, and 
was met with a very cordial reception from 
the citizens. Mayor Dorocher and the City 
Council were at tho station with a band of 
music and presented an address in which 
tho Premier's services to Canada and the 
lOinpiro were highly eulogized. Sir John, in 
reply, expressed his grateful thanks for the 
warmth of the reception accorded him, and 
acknowledged the compliment paid to him 
by Her Majesty in sending him as one of 
the representatives of Great Britain on tho 
Arbitration. Ho pointed out that if it had 
not been for Canada's connection with tho 
.Mother Country, tlie Dondnion wonld 
not have had any say whatever in the 
settlement of the Behring So.i dispute. 
While the award might not gratify or satisfy 
people in either country, yet he thought on ' 
thd whole it would bo regarded us a fair 
and honorable settlement of the dispute. In 
cloaing he spoke of the pleasure which it 
gave him to reside in Ottawa, and, amid 
laughter, expressed the hope that he might 
long continue to bo a citizen of the Capital. 
Sir .John was driven up town in a four-in- 
hand, Mayor Durocher nnd the City Clerk 
accompanying him, I'ussing through Alex- 
andria the train with Sir John on board was 
greeted with tho roar of cannon and the 
skirl of bagpipes. Several hundred citizens 
of Glengarry turned out to give the First 
Minister a welcome home. An address was 
read by Major McLennan, M.P., to which • 
tho Premier made a suitable reply. 

James Huddort, ot the Caifadian- Austra- 
lian line, arrived to-day. An important 
meeting of the cabinet will be held on Mon- 
day to settle details of tho contract. The 
original agreement was for three years. Mr. 
Huddart is now willing to make it ten. 

The British [Columbia team for the rifle 
matches has arrived.

He Readies Vancouver Feeling: "Fit," 
Twenty-One Days Ahead 
of Timo. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 
V.VNCoi'vi;it, Aug. L'G. — Your representa- 
tive accompanied Kdward Holmes, the 
transcontinental walker, on tho homestretch 
to Vancouver, meeting him and his dog 
Onoguim a mile from Hammond station. 
Mr. Holmes expresses himself as feeling Gt, 
and ho looks it. He is 21 days ahead of 
time, his ohallengo declaradon being that 
he would tramp on the C. ]'. li. ties from 
Montreal to Vancouver in 130 days. Holmes 
left Montreal on May 2, reaching Vancou- 
ver August 26, having been 117 days on tho 
passage, and 90 days on t(io ties. His gross 
record is 2-1 miles a day, his actual walking 
record ,"2 iiii,i-'< diem, or 2,90(1 miles iu 
2,700 hours, thus beating tho world's record. 
His uniform rate of speed has been '.^\ miles 
an hour. Mr. Holmes, who is an educated 
English gentleman with influential conn-jc- 
tions, is 27 years of age, weighs 155 lbs. 
(having lost 5 lbs. on tho tramp), is of 
athletic appearance and very agreeable 
manners, llo baa travelled extenai\ely, 
if not on foot in some atraugo fashion, by 
camel, elephant or donkey. He was the 
first man to go on foot across tho bush of 
Central America. Ho has walked through 
both islands of .Japan, a moat diUicult task, 
on account of the trouble in securing 
passports and by elephants and trail across 
Keduh, a tributary state of .Siam, that 
Henry N 'rmau, who lately visited Vic- 
toria, wrote so graphically about in his late 
work entitled " True Japan." Many people 
are unaware, or at least don't recognize, the 
importance of the fact that Kedah joins the 
great tin oountry, the protected state of 
Perah. Mr. Holmes is as fall of informa. 
tion as an encyclopedia and will possibly 
give Victoria an opportunity of listening to 
a graphic description of his travels in a 
lecture. He will be in Victoria on Thurs- 
day to.present his numerous letters of intro- 
duction. Your representative's experience 
in travelling for miles by tho aide nf the 
famous walker, as he strode forward at a 
four-milo gait, light in spirits and nimble 
as a deer, looking with ijlad heart to the 
near realization of luxurious rest and repose 
after his tedious tramp of H,()IJ(I miles, is of 
sutilcient interest for further coniinunica- 
tiou, when your CDrrcapondent will air his 
gratification in being the only newspaper 
man who acted aa a pace maker for the fam- 
ous traveller, Kdward Holmes, on his 
triumphal home stretch.

A .'?an Franaisco dispatch of last evening 
says: '• F. b'reer gave himaelf up iliia morn- 
ing to United States Marshal Long, after a 
consultation with United Slates Diatrict 
Attorney Garter. Freer ia the owner of tho 
trunk which was seized on the steamer 
Walla Walln, which arrived from Victoria 
on Sunday. In tho trunk under a false 
bottom were found sixty tins of opium. As 
tho trunk was not fortlicoming Mra. Freer 
went to tho cuatoma houao yesterday to 
learn tho reason why. She was referred to 
the United States diatricl; attorney's 
otiice, where she learned that the 
trunk was held awaiting tho owner of the 
smuggled opium. Freer made full oon- 
feaaiou to Attorney Carter thia morning, 
and to a reporter ho afterwards told his 
Blory. 

" Tho opium is mine, and I bought it 
from a Chinaman in Victoria. I think I 
have been done up by the opium aniugglers 
who operate between Victoria and the 
Sound, and they want mo out of tho way, 
1 am a ahip joiner by trade, and I came 
around the Iloru in tho steamer City of 
Kingston, about three years ago. She was 
built for the Sound trade, and her owners 
wanted her in a hurry. I went along to 
finiah work on her, ataying in her four 
iriontlis after alie begun to run." 

Freer ia well known in Victoria and when 
the atatement was made in tho afternoon 
dispatches that he bad declared that all tho 
officers and orew of the City of Kingston 
were in the smuggling ring, some couslder- 
ablo watoniehmcnt was expressed mora par- 
ticularly by those who know that just tho 
oppnaito is the case and that the omcers of 
the Kingston aro always desirous of assist- 
ing the customs authorities in every way 
possible. Tho latter dispatch, however, 
completely contradicts the first story, which 
was propably iucorreot.

JUDOIB WALKEM'S DECISIO.V. 
Mr. Justice Walkeiii'a decision in tlio

McDonald contract wore objootod to by 
Mr. Coughlan, is, no doubt, aound from u 
log»l poiut of vjovv, and it ia also sound on 
the ground of public policy. It ia of tho 
utmost importance that the men who bci-vo 
tho public in a represenlativo c.ipivcity 
should hiive no temptiition to act otherwise 
than in tho interest of tho community. It. can 
hardly be said that the alderman who hus in 
Tiow the profits of an extensive sale of 
moterlal to a contractor for a city public 
work has no temptation to decide wrong- 
fully when that contractor's claims are at 
any time being considered, lb is clearly 
that alderman's interest to give the con- 
traotor the work, and it is also his 
interest to decide in his favor if 
any dispute should arise between him 
«nd the City Council. As men are inclined 
to decide in the diicction in which then- in- 
terests lie there ia always a temptation, too 
frequently irreaistible, for a roprosonlativo 
oian to do what he can for the contractor in 
whose business he has an interest, either 
direct or indirect. The law, therefore, 
which guards tho interests of the public in 
such cases is very properly stringent, and 
the judge who interprets it strictly is in the 
lino of his duty, and is doing the community 
good service. 

The amount of the interest in tho con- 
tractor's business is a matter of compara- 
tively little importance. The principle is 
the essential thing, and in all cases, both 
great and small, it should bo rigidly adhered 
to. The interest which ex-Aldorman Hen- 
derson had in the water sprinkling 
contract was not direct, and it 
may be said to bo infinitesimal, 
yet Mr. Justice Walkem very properly de- 
cided that he, on account of that interest, 
was not qualified to ait and vote in the 
Council. The interest which Alderman 
Baker has in Mr. Adams' oontraot and which 
he would have had in Mr. McDonald's was 
both moro direct and almost incomparably 
larger. It would certainly have been glar- 
ingly anomalous if .Mr. Baker could he con- 
sidered ((ualitied to vote on tho (|uestlon of 
tho acceptance of the surface drain con- 
(rftcta while Mr. Henderson was declared 
to be dIsqnaliSed. 

Tho case is one of more than common im- 
portance, as it will act as a wholesomo check 
on anything like jobbery in the City Coun- 
cil in the future. It is now seen that im- 
proper practices of all kinds are condemned 
by the law, and that it removes even the 
temptation to make a seat in the City Coun- 
cil a means of private gain out of the path 
of the incumbent.

His bimetallism is true bimetallism; theirs is 
a mock and a sham, put on to cover silver 
monoroetallimn.

MR. BALFOUR'S BI-METALLISM. 

Tho American silver men quote Mr. Bal- 
fonr B8 an authority in support of their cur- 
rency system. But the theory of bi-nietal- 
liam advocated by tho eminent JCnglishstates- 
roan is very diflerent indeed from the wild 
currency scheme which the greater number 
of the apholdera of free ooinage desire to 
foist on the people of the United States. 
Mr. Balfour in his speech at tho Man.iion 
House was very careful indeed not to iden- 
tify his bi metallic theory with any fichemo 
of inflation, which ignorant or unprincipled 
politicians on this aide of the Atlantic may 
hope to establish. This ia shown by the 
explanatory remarks which he made in the 
beginning of hia speech. He aaid: 

What la it that we aak of legal tender? 
We ask in the first place, I apprehend, that 
it abould be a stable meaanre of value ; wo 
aak that it should be a permanent and a fair 
register of the amount of indebtedness ; we 
ask if debts are contracted in terms of a 
given Btundard of curronoy — debt which 
take many yeara to mature — at the date 
when they do niaturn neither tho debtor 
nor the creditor ahall lind that ho baa to 
pay or to bo paid on principles dillerent 
from those which wuro in operation at the 
time when the debt was conlra'Jted. Il, is 
utated by tlioau who object to tlio vievva 
whicli I defend to-day that all pereons who 
go in for a double standard are deairoua of 
inllating currency, and, by » proccaa of in- 
flation, of artificially raising prices. 
Whether this bo or bo not true of Ameriou, 
I moat emphatically asaert that it is not 
true of anybody ot opinion in this country. 
No one I know of, no responsible person I 
have ever met wilh, or heard of, desires 
artificially to inflate the currency with the 
view of stimulating trade, of relieving 
debtors or robbing creditors. 

Mr. Balfour is a philosophical ooonomist. 
Ho has no personal end to gain by advocat- 
ing bi-motuUiam, Hia personal intcreot, wo 
ahoald say, is in tho other and opposite 
direotion, for the leading atatosmoo of Grout 
Britain and the great majority of its men of 
business are strong advooatea of a single 
standard. Mr. Balfour has come to a differ- 
ent conoluaion. Hia reading and thinking 
have led him to beliovo that two standards 
of viklue, gold and silver, are bettor and 
Mfer than onei' and^ having the courage of 
^^''lils'oplikions 'liei'lib^^^^ stands up for what he 
belieVea"''' to ' be ^' the tiest system bf 
ourronoy. Ho argues that a double 
standard is more stable, moro acces- 
sible, and has greater " intornutional- 
ity " than a single standard, and he main- 
tains hia position by what he, and many 



Tho success of missionary eflfort in China 
liap not been at all remarkable. The Chin 
eso Boem to bo a good deal tho reverse of 
spiritually-minded. It appears to be un- 
commonly hard to get Chinamen to believe 
in the truths of Chriatianity or to see any 
beauty in the Christian doctrine. One 
would think that tho Chinese would, at the 
worst, regard the work of Chri-stian missiou- 
ariea with indill'ereneo. But this is not th 
case. They often liiconio actively hostile 
to tho teachers of Christianity who Bottle 
among them. The local authorities some 
times sympathise with the ignorant and pre- 
judiced populace, and they either cannot or 
will not extend to tho ndaaionariea tho pro- 
tection to which they are entitled. 'Vhy iH 
this? Mr. R. S. Uundry.'ia thu Augual 
number of the Fortnightly Keview, in an 
article on Miaaionaries in China, endeavors 
to show why cilasionaries are not 
as well received in some part: 
of China as they ou^ht to be 
Tho reason ia chiefly that tho tcacliora ( 
Christianity are misunderstood by llio com- 
cnon people of Chioa. Tho educated class, 
it appears, instead of trying to dispel the 
prejudice against the missionaries, do what 
thoy can to intensify and increase it. 

It must be remembered that tho massi 
in China are very ignorant, and lilso that 
they regard atrangcra, aimply because they 
are strangers, with aversion. It ia not hard, 
therefore, for those who hate the mission' 
aries and their religion to make the people 
believe the ridiculous and monstrous slorita 
they circulate with regard to those who 
have come to China to teach them a new 
religion. They tell the people that those 
strangers have power over the elemonta, 
that they can bring floods on them and 
cause the rain to ceaso. The people who 
beliovo that the missionaries have brought 
on the drought which destroys their crops 
will not require a great deal of persuasion 
to attempt to drive them out of tho coun- 
try. Most .of tho riots in tho Yang- tze 
vuUoy, it is said, have been the outcome cf 
ahccr dislike and superstition. 

The Chinese are also taught to believe 
that Christiana are addicted to horrible and 
inhuman practices. They have a very sin- 
gular syatcin of medichie, and they not un- 
naturally believe that tho European system 
resembles it in many respects.' They be- 
lieve that there is medical virtus in thirty- 
aeven parts of tho human body. They 
imagine that Christians have the same be- 
lief and that they have no scruples in 
kidnapping and killing human beings, par- 
ticularly children, to obtain their revolting 
remedies. When a kind missionary, for 
instance, last year (;ave a lad a glass eye 
there was nearly a riot, tho people believing 
that the Christian had scooped tho boy's eye 
out for medicine and put tho glass one in 
the socket to conceal tho theft, Tlio belief 
that tho missionaries practice mutilation ia 
created and strengthened by hand bills and 
publications of a similar kind, coarsely but 
effectively illustrated. " A speoimon is 
now before mo," says the reviewer, 
" which has been republished with 
explanatory notes under missionary 
auspices to show how the suporatitiona are 
painted and fanned into flame. It consists, 
practically, of thirty-two cartoons, each 
with an appropriate legend. The first seven 
vilify Christianity by depicting it as Hog- 
Worship and its teachers as guilty of atro- 
cious crimes, while Others are iutcnded to 
suggest tho fate that befits membcrb of an 
abotninablo sect."- Tracts such as thia 
have, no doubt, a wide influence, and do 
much towards prejudicing the people 
against the misgionariea. 

" Other cartoons represent foreigners 
taking the eyes out of u corpso, . . . while 
othera depict hideous mutilatioiiu alleged to 
ho perpetrated on the living— esptcially 
women and children — lor the sake of obtain- 
ing material to make medicines, to mix 
with chemicals for photography, or to cm- 
ploy in the conversion of lead into silver." 

The foreigners, too, are represented as 
practising tho grossest immoraltioB, 
and beastly pictures are used to 
deepen thid impression. Tho missionaries, 
both men and women, do muoh to lead the 
ignorant Chinese to believe that these 
abominable libels are true, Rospoctablo 
Chinese are exceedingly rigid in tho ob- 
Borvance of social proprieties. Tlieao the 
whito Btrangors are continually violating, 
and the people misinterpret customs and 
acts which are perfectly innocent, but 
which are in direct opposition to their 
ideas pf deoenoy and propriety. " Women, 
for instance, travelling without esoort, un- 
married women travelling with male escort, 
women living alone in an inland town, aro 
certain to be ndsuudorstood." Tho women 
conaected with missionary establishments 
whpn they assume the Ghinese drees, us tin jr 
sometimea do, may, an Eoglish paper in 
Shanghai says, " do some good when they 
got to their posts, but that good ia out- 
weighed by the scandal which they cause in 
thoir ignorance of what tho Cbiuoae call 
good mannbrs.. They are perffiAtly innocent 
iu intoDition, but thoy often liibok foreign 



notions of propriety, and continuoualy 
shock tboao of tho Chinese." 

Here wo hsve tho grounds of the dislike 
with which tho Chineso of inland towns re- 
gard European niisaionaries. They are 
prejudiced against all strangers to begin 
with. Thoy aro taught to believe that they 
praotioo the most horrible cruellies in scorot, 
and that thoy uro grossly immoral according 
to tho Chinese ideas of morality. It can bo 
easily understood how difficult it umat bo 
for mtssionaries to overcome these preju- 
dices, and to convince the Chinese that their 
object is to do good to those among whom 
tliey have settled. It is hardly to bo 
wondered at that, before they have had time 
to live down tho evil things tl-.at have been 
said and written of them, some circumstance 
may occur, such as the inability to find a 
child which has strayed from hia home, 
which may change secret dislike and sus- 
picion into open and aotivo hostility. This 
has been moro than once tho caao in towns 
in which inisaionariea had reuidcd for a 
considerable period in peace and apparent 
frioudltness with the native inhabitants. 

Tho reviewer a little more than hints that 
missionaries are not always prudent in the 
way in which they attack tho beliefs and 
practices of the Chinese. Ha says : 

The Chinese have a culture of their own 
— defective in our eyes — but of which ihey 
uro intensely pioud; they have claHslcs 
which are remarkuhle at loaat for purity of 
thought and expreasion ; and a cull which 
has served as a bond of social union iliroiigli 
untold generations. It is fantaaiiu lo sup- 
pose that tho first European ciimnii.-.iioiied 
to (nforni thoin that Clirisli-niiiy ia superior 
to Coiitiiciani;nn will lie able In convince 
them th.it his imprea.sion must neccas.uily 
betiue. Only imui of wido educaiinn and 
largo aympalhies, men sulliciently ac(]Ualnt- 
ed with religious Ihinight in China to undiT- 
Htand what thoy are attacking, and auf- 
ficiently familiar with a ililllcult language 
to pro cli and argue without exciting riiii- 
cule, can liiipo to gain a ay oipulhetic 
heiriiig. Ttio day ia pint when pub- 
lic opinion aiiproved prntidyiism by 
forco; yet it ia little leas lo inalat that mis- 
aioiiariea of every conceivable BiH;t and every 
intellectual standard shall be allowi'd to 
oBtablish themaelvea and their buikiinga in 
tho teeth of po|)ular dislike, and to expect 
that that dislike can bo tiiudored from find 
ing exprotsion. 

It is quite evident, if Mr. Gundry haa 
formed anything like a correct estimate of 
the difficulties which the missionary to 
Chinn UiUst overcome in order to bo aucceas- 
ful, that in hia composition tho wisdom of 
the serpent must bear a very large propor- 
tion to tho harmlessness of the dove.

Arrival of the Delaycid " Walla Walla" 
— Tlie " Rithet " Windbound 
' at Plumper Paas.' 

. Tho schooner Ainoka, Capt. Heater, 
which waa reported early in the aeuson as 
having boon wrecked, and which has more 
recently been hoard from as having been 
seized, returned homo last evening, having 
been "i'J days making the trip to Victoria 
from tho Russian coast. She brings as her 
total catch for tho season 1,407 sculskina, 
tho majority of which reprosout those secur- 
ed on this coast. With reference to hia 
trouble with tho Russians, Capt. Heater says 
he was overtaken by one of the C/.ar'a rev- 
enue cutters on July having been in the 
protective zone around Copper Island. His 
papers were ooufiacated and ho was advised 
to go to Yokohama, but instead came home. 
A fow daya before ho was mot by tho cruiser 
ho was laying to about fifty miles southwest 
of tho Copper Islands, when a heavy galo 
arose, and in spito of all ofiorts 
carried him into tho prohibited 
territory. Realizing his location he began 
to retrace hia courae for legal waters, when 
the weather liecame favorublo, but in doing 
so was oaptured. He ia not inclined to 
think that any serious difficulty will arise 
out of his trouble, as the Russian officers 
seemed to understand the oircumatahoes 
which led to the sohooner's position, and 
besides he bad no intentions of going out- 
sido of lawful water, Captain Heater says 
ho does not credit tho report that the Annie 
C. Moore is seized, and as for the Annie 

E. Paint, be spoke her on the 
day of hia own seizure, she being 
in no difBoulty and having a catch of some 
fifty odd skins. As for the two American 
schooners said to havo boon also taken, tho 
otlicers of the cruisers confirm tho reports. 
The Arietna waa tpoken on .luly 17 with 
1,000 tkina, and tlic Agues Macdonald waa 
seen earlier in the same month with 2,,'i50. 
Tho Triumph waa also reported to bo doing 
well since she went over to the Russian 
side. In one day, it is said, aho secured 100 
skina. Tho weather on the Copper Island 
coast, Captain Heater say.s, ia very dis- 
agreeiiiile and bad for sealing. In April 
last the Ainoka loat one of lier boats on this 
coast, which Captain Heater Maa never 
heard of since, although lio kept up a vigor- 
ous aearch for it many <Uya after its diaap- 
pearnnco. It contained a white man and an 
Indian, who were separated from their vea- 
aol in a dense fog. 

THK niTIIKT LYlNt; TO. 

Some anxiety was felt yesterday oftcr- 
noon at Now Westminster and Victoria 
over tho nou- arrival of the C. P. N, Co. 's 
steamer Rithet, which left hero on Friday 
morning for tho Royal City with a consid- 
erable number of paaaengera and a largo car- 
go, of which tho most valuable portion was 
a largo conaignmcnt of scalakina ^oing 
through to London. The anxiety waa re- 
lieved, however, by tho receipt of a tele- 
gram from Capt. Budlin, of the Premier, 
who stated that he passed the Rithet at 
Plumper Pass, where she had laid up on 
account of the heavy wind out- 
ide. The Premier took the Rithet'a 
paaaengera on to Vancouver, and the latter 
Steamer was intending to remain where slie 
was until it was perfectly eafo to proceed, as 
Captain Jagera did not intend to take any 
chancea with hia valuable cargo.

Mr. Justice Walkem Decides in Favor 
of. Cpnglilan & Mayo as Agraiust 
' ' •' Alderman Bakwp; 



i Tlio Peculiar Po.sitiou Now Occui)itd 
i" By tlie Nortli Ward AlUeiinan— 
..Text of the Jndcrraeiit. 



In lliQ Suprfmo court of Diitlah Columbia, 
bctweon (Jouuliliin Ik. Miiyo, pliilntlirj, and the 
Corporation ut iho City of Viotoiia, Antonu 
Henderaooi James Munro Miller and- JanicH 
Baker, dcfandanta. JudKment of Hon. Mr, 
Justloe vv alkem. 

The plaiutiflfa uro contraotors o{ this city, 
and the dcfciulunts uro the city oorporatiuii 
and tlireu of its uklermen. 

Tlio pluiutillj' claim, as ondoraeil on their 
writ of Biinimona, ia for a doolarutioa ■ that 
' the astion of the Counoil, on the Otb and 
I-lth days of August, instant, in awarding a 
contract for tho conBtruation of a surfuco 
drain ut Spi ing Ridge to H. H. McDonald 
.t Co., cuiilractura, wuu illegal and void, and 
that the Council be restrained from exe- 
cuting or further carryiug out tho oontraot 
in fjucation. It ia further prayed that it hu 
declared that Meaara. Henderson, fililler 
and l.taker were, on the 7lh, 9th, llth and 
l-lLh day.s of AugUHt, di.squalili d to uet, 
sit or vote ua aldermen, and tli.it they, 
therefore, be prohibited from coiuinuiiit; to 
do ao. 

Meaara. Henderaon and Miller hivp, 
through their reapeotivo counael, annouiicutl 
that they had resigned their ollioea U'illiin 
the laal few daya and luid no iuleiitiuii oi 
further contesting theao prooeodinga, but 
that does not relievo mo from the duty of 
deciding whether they were difc(iualilied or 
not. aa the alleged illegality of their votes 
ia involved in that question and has to bo 
determined. 

Tho present motion ia for an injunction, 
until the lieiuing, in the terms whicli [ have 
nientioni'd. Mr. Riehurds, while express- 
ing a deairo, as Mr. Ji.ikcr'a counsel, for the 
fultost investigation, objects to the mode of 
procedure adopted on tho plaintiffj' behalf, 
iesb ib should prove futilo, and contends 
that as the objeot virtually ia to diapoasesa 
his olient of his office, the proper and only 
legal method of doing so is by a writ of (juo 
imrranto. I have to deal with this objec- 
tion at once, for if ic be well founded the 
plaintiffs' tnotion must fail, independently 
of the question of merits. None of the 
authorities cited by counsel on either 
side are on all-fours with the present case, 
in view of the peoaliar cause of action 
alleged, and, at the same time, of the pecu- 
liar relief aought and procedure adopted in 
aid of it. That relief, aa will ho seen, ia of 
a twofold nature: Firat, that certain pro- 
ceedinga of tho Council bo declared hivalid 
and that further action upon them be 
stayed; and, secondly, that Mr. Baker be 
icatrained frona sitting and voting in the 
Counoil by reason of his alleged disqualifi- 
cation. 

Admitting, for the eako of argument, that 
the pluintifT.^ are entitled to all they ask, 
would a quo irarraiito information give it to 
them '! Jf the object were aolely to remove 
the defendant from his ofhco, such a method 
of procedure would seem to he that which 
has been followed in tho Engliati courts 
and also of thoae of Ontario since tho juili- 
oaturo syatem became law. The caaea 
reported in L. R. 4, Q. B. 519 and -J Q 1!. 
D. 30, and in late Ontario reports, show this. 
But there is no caao, that I know of, in which 
it baa been held that, where other relief be- 
sides a removal from olUco ia sought, tho 
court would refuse to entertain the (lueation 
of removal simply on tho ground tliat the 
more form of procedure aa to one branch of 
the aotitm hud been departed from. On tiie 
contrary, from pisaagea in the judgment of 
the lute Master of the RoUa, in Aalatt v. 
Corporation of Southampton, IG, C.D. 18, 
it would seem to be otherwise, and that a 
ooart should disregiird form in favor of aub- 
Btanoe, and, if justice demanded it, grant 
the full relief aout;ht, and thus give eifeot 
to the declared policy of the judicature act 
that oirauiby of action and multiplicity of 
salts should be avoided. An amendment 
to the plaintiffs' claim praying for Mr. 
Baker's removal might meet this view of 
the practice and test it. It ia not, bow- 
ever, necessary to decide thus far whether a 
writ of r/»o xrarranto is tho proper and only 
remedy here, for tho object of the plaintilfa, 
aa e.xplaincd by their claim, and diatinctly 
avowed by thoir counael is, not to remove, 
but to prohibit Aid. Baker from further 
voting or sitting in the Council, 

Now, before grunting an order for an in- 
terim injunction of any kind a judge liaa to 
consider whether tho court would at the 
trial of the action perpetuate the order on 
tho facta iia presented. In the caao before 
mo I venture to think that when tho trial 
takes pi ice, if it over doea, tho court would 
abstain from applying so draatic u measure 
aa that iioiv asked for. Such a so-cilled 
remedy would bo worao than the disease. 
To deprive the defendant of the power of 
reprcaenl iuf; lii i conatituonta for tho remain- 
der of his term of ollijo, and at tho same 
time dc-clini% us the court would prob.ibly 
do, to declare his seat vacant, aa that rem- 
edy ia not naked for, would be a groas in- 
justice to the ratepayers, who would, to all 
intenta and purposes, be disfranchised ; fur 
no person could bo elected in Mr. Biker's 
atead, u3 his olhce was full, owing to his imt 
hftvinc been ousted. He would bo pliiced 
by the action of the court in the abaurd 
poaition of being an alderman, williout 
power to act as sujh. This ia too clear 
to admit of doubt. The plaintiffs' coun- 
sel, in support of hia contention, has cit- 
ed the observations of the late Master of the 
Pvolls in Aslatt's case, upon that part of the 
judicature act which enacts that "a man- 
damus or an injanction muy be granted or a 
receiver appointed by an interlooatory 
order of the court in all oases in which it 
shall app(3ar to the court to bo just or con- 
venient that such order ahonld be mudo." 
" Of course," said that eminent judge, " tho 
word;) 'just, or convenient' did not moan 
that the court waa to grant an injunction 
aimply hecauao tfie court thought it conven- 
ient ; it iticunt that tho court should grant 
an injunction for tho protection of rights or 
for the prevention of injury according to 
legal principlcH.'' But this language cuts 
both wayH, for one is entitled to ask — la it 
"just or convenient " that i ahould disfran- 
chioo a c-niai'ltrableportion of Ihe community 
until this action can be tried ? And would it 
bo "just or convenient" for tho court hero- 
after— for I iini obliged to consider and am 
preaumeil to know wdiat would he done — to 
continue tliat diafranchisoment for several 
months, and until Mr. Baker's terrn of 
offioB should expire 'i Y^et, aa 1 have pointed 
out, that ia precisely tho relief, or the i H'ect 
of the relief on this point now claimed in 
this action. Whatever wrongs tho plain- 
tiffs, or ratepayers, may have already suf- 
fered, a greater wrong would, in my opinion, 
be done if I deprived, for weeks to come, a 
large body of innocent persons ot tho right 
whTflh the Legislature has given thorn to a 
voioi) in the government of the city, includ- 
ing, what it all important to them, thn pro 
per reguUtion of matters oonneeted with 
their own ward and the provident appro- 



priation of their personal contributions to 
the municipal revenue in the shape of taxes. 
The injunction in tj|ii8,re8{iect. b,^ 

I have now; to^onsider ra of 
the.oaae,'andythat ia'tbe proposed 'prohibi- 
tion of the odnnoil froni' " executing the" ' in- 
tended contract awarded ' to McDonald & 
Co. It stands on a different footing, so far 
as procedure is concerned. The corporation 
ia madi) a defendant in this action, and u.s 
the uct of 9 Anne, C. which relates to 
proceedings by tjuo iran-atilo, regulates 
thoae proceedings only as ugainst individ- 
uals, holding, for iuatance, positions aa 
aldermen, and nut pruceedinga nu against 
the corporation i'.ai If, aa decided by Lord 
Mauatield in R. vs. Williams, 1 Burr, -107, a 
quo irnrniit/o information would not bu ap- 
propriate aa ngainat tho present corpora- 
tion. That body waa represented by conn 
scl on tho present motion. Ho took no 
part in the contest between tho plaintilfa 
and tho defendant Baker — and very proper- 
ly ijo; nor did he object to thu proceedings, 
but submitted to any order that might be 
made, consiatent with the well understood 
rights and privileges of hia client, tho coun- 
cil. If the conned, aa a body, has, aa al- 
leged, acted illegally, mainly through tho 
instrumentality of tho three other defend- 
ants, tho council's natural deairo is, as I 
must assume, that mattera ahould bo sot 
right, and that as apeedily aa possible; 
for aa it ia now conatituted its elli- 
cieucy in point of numbers is im- 
paired, and conccqueutly its naefulnesa 
to the community partially crippled. 
W as, therefore, its action in awarding the 
contract to McDiinulil & Co , illegid, aa al- 
leged, and unjuit to the plaintifl's, in view 
of the evidence on both sides, which ia be- 
fore me? That evidence is that, prior to 
June laat, a contract for the construction of 
drainage works on Cook street was awarded 
by the Council to one Frederick Adama, 
and that, early in the present month, bida 
were, severally, put in by the plaiutilla, Mc- 
Donald & Co, and one Wakely, in answer to 
calls for lendera for tho conatruotion of 
siudlar worka in tho vicinity of Spring 
Ridgo. The pluintiifi' bid waa tho loweat; 
but it was rejected for no ostensible reason 
(at all events for reasons not given in the 
allidavits) in favor of McDonald &, Co'a bid 
on a division vote which would not have 
been carried hot for the votes, which are 
now impeached, of tho three aldornicn who 
are defendantSi The grounds of im- 
peachment are as follows: — That the 
defendant Miller waa, at the time 
of tho voting, disqualified to hold 
otlico by reason of his having lost his 
property qualification ; that Henderson 
waa, at thu same time, disqualified owing to 
the V'ictoria Transfer Company, of which ho 
was tho paid superintendent, having a cur- 
rent contract with the city to supply a team 
of horses ior tho purpose of watering the 
streets ; andlaatly that the defendant iiaker 
was, at tho same time, dit(|ualitied by rea- 
eon of having contracted to supply Adams, 
wdio connnenced work about the middle of 
June, with two kilns of brick to bo used in 
tho Cook street worka. The bricka were 
partially, if not wholly delivered ; hut in 
either caae thia ia manifeatly immaterial. 
Again, on the 19th instant, that ia ten daya 
after McDonald & Co. hud been awarded 
the contrjC' for the Spring Ridgo worka, 
Mr. ]!aker'8 firm, aa alleged, and it ia not 
denied, delivered a large (juantity of bricks 
at a place convenient to tho Spring Ridge 
works, then in progreaa or contemplated, to 
be need in thoae worka by .McDonald & Co. 
Whether theae several chargea of disqualifi- 
cation are well founded depends upon the 
interpretatiou of the Municipality Act of 
1S92. Aa I have alreiidy stated, Messrs. 
Mdler and Henderson have resigned ; but 
still, their ditqualifioation not having been 
admitted in court, I have to determine 
whether or not it existed 

Tho enactment which is said to ho appli- 
c ible to .Mr. Miller's c^iso ia aection L'.'i (b) 
which ia aa follows : 

"The persons qualilicd to ho nominated 
tor and elected aa aldermen of tho city of 
Victoria, shall be such persona as are male 
British aubj jcts of the full uge of '2\ years, 
and are not diaqualitied under any law, and 
have boon for the six months next pre- 
ceding the day of nomination the registered 
owner, in the Land Registry Office, of land 
or real property in the city of Victoria of 
tho aaseased value, on the laat municipal aa 
seaament roll, of §500 or more, over and 
above any regiatered mortgage or judgment, 
and wdio are otherwiae duly qualified as 
municipal voters." 

Although the section points to a certain 
qualification being necessary for nomination 
(ind election, it would be a violation of its 
spirit, and of tho spirit of the other 
provisions of tho act, which are 
clearly deaigncd, among other things, to 
secure to the electorate the tervicea of those 
who have landed interests within tho muni- 
cipality, 10 ao construe it aa to limit ita ap- 
plication to the period indicated. The 
qualification meant is a i|Ualificatioii to ait 
and vote in tho Council, if nominated and 
elected. To aay that less waa meant would 
lead to the absurd possibility that a person 
who w;is i|aalifk'd at his noniioaliou and 
election woi.id ,ilao be qualified after that 
election, although he had meanwhile be- 
come penniless. It lias been proved by afii- 
ilavit, and not disputed, that at the tim" 
the McOuiuild contract waa awarded, Miller 
waa not, and that ho bun not, aineo been, ti'e 
regiatered owner of projjerly as prescribed 
by tho above aection. I have, therefore, no 
difticuliy in holding, aa I do, that lio was 
di^qualified from sitting and voting in the 
Council during the perioil referred to. 

Again, by section .'iO, aubcection 10. 
every person ia declared to be di^(|Ualilied 
by leaaon of hia " having, by himself, or 
through hia partner, or as a director in any 
incorporated company, or salaried officer in 
any incorporated company, any contract 
whatever, or interest in any contract, with 
or for the municipality, either directly or 
indirectly." 

The defendant Henderson comes within 
the reach of this provision, having been be- 
fore, ut, and since the time the impeached 
proceedings in Counoil took place a salaried 
officer of the Victoria Transfer Company, 
which is " an incorporated company," and 
which had a contract with tho Council at 
the period alleged. His distiualification 
has, therefore, been established. 

Aid. B.dier's ciao ia dilferent from both of 
the cases just eotisidert (1. His transiictions 
with Adams and McDonald & Co. in 
reapect of the aale by him of tho brick to 
bo used under their contracts are alleged to 
be a violation in spirit, if jiot in letter, of 
section li'J, which ia aa frdlows : 

.'12 If the mayor, reeve, or any of the 
aldeinicn, conncillora, or any person on his 
or thtdr behalf, or any person in pirtneraliip 
with him or them, shall enter into or obtain 
any interest, directly or indirectly, in any 
contract entered into by or with tho cor- 
poration, such mayor, reeve, alderman or 
councillor, having any interest in any con- 
tract, or having become diatiualified as 
aforesaid, shall immediately become dis- 
qualified from continuing to bo mayor, 
rcevo, alderman or councillor, as tho caso 
may bo : 

Admittedly, he has had no direct dealinga 
with tho Council. On tho other hand, was 
ho indirectly interested in either of the con- 
tracts referred to ? He was not a silent 
partner with Adams, or with MoDnnuld 
Co. ; but he was manifestly interested in a 
pecuniary way in the- success of the two 
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contracts in (|nestion. Aa a member of the 
Council board, he could assist them in ob- 
taining payments, perhiipa under adverse 
circumatances, and, naturally, ho would 
bo tempted to do ao, knowing that 
some of the money would find its way into 
hia handa. There ia no atatcnient on his 
pirt which ahowo that any of the brick was 
paid for, and I must assume that such a 
8tatciiu,nt Mould have been forthcoming, 
hud it been true, aa a pidnt, for what it was 
worth, in his defence. '^I'hi! several sectioua 
which I have cited are of the iiioat alringent 
oharaoter. Take, for inatanci?, llenderaon's 
case; ho ia declared to bo disqualified on tho 
ground of hia merely being u paid aervant or 
offioer of tho Victoria Transfer Co., and not 
because of his being, in any way, inteieated 
in its profits. The provisions I have quoted 
are doaigned, not so much to enforce honesty 
on the part of aldermen, as to prevent tom- 
tation being placed in their way. A rigorous 
interpretation must, especially in view of 
tho section which has condemned Mr. Hen- 
deraon, be applied to section 30, if the inten- 
tion of tho legtalature is to be carried out. 

Again, aupposing that in tho future a fair 
reaaon arose for taking tho contract out of 
the hands of either Mr. Adama or McDonald 
Co. for a hri^iich of lis jirovi.^ions aa to 
lime or othorwiae, with a view to ita being 
completed by tho corporation, directly or 
under tho contract ayatem — what course 
would Mr. liaker take? Although ho might 
withstand temptation and support a resolu- 
tion in that, direction, even if he saw that 
it would iullict direct peraoual lots, still tho 
temptation, and a powerful one at that, to 
do tho leverso would be there. He would 
bo exposed to it, and that ia the point. 

In Nutton vs. Wilson (22 Q B.D., 744), a 
very wide interpretation waa given to a sec- 
tion in the Public Health Act, which pro- 
vided that a member of any local board, 
who was " in ony way concerned " in any 
bargain, or contract, entered into by such 
board, should (except in certain cases, which 
do not apply here) cease to be such a mem. 
hor, and his office as auch should thereupon 
become vacant. The defendant, while a 
member of a loc il board, waa employed by 
persona with whom tho board had contracted 
for the performance of certain worka on the 
premises of the board to do portions of the 
work so contracted for. Lord Esher there- 
upon observed that auch provisions were in- 
tended to prevent meml.-era of any local 
board, which might have occaaion to enter 
into coulracta, "from being exposed to 
teinptarion, or even the aemblauceof tempt- 
ation" ; and it waa held that the defendant 
hud been "concerned" in the contract made 
with tho board, and therefore camo wiihin 
tho meaning of tho act, and ho waa conse- 
quently disqualified aa a member of tho 
board. 

I see no difference between the expresaion 
"in n^y manner concerned," as construed in 
tho above caBP, ond the phrnso in our stat- 
ute "indirectly interested," It ia impossi- 
blo to hold that Mr. Baker was not interest- 
ed indirectly in the two contracts. The 
extent of his interest in a pecuniary aonae, 
whether large or small, is of no moment. 
It ia the fact of his being interested at all 
that the court has to look at. He surely 
liiia an almost direct interest in the raiilt 
of both contracts. Holding this opinion — and 
I think it is one that tho uct imperatively de- 
mands — I must decide that Mr. ISaker's dis- 
qualification, aa olleged by the plaintiUd, has 
been proved. It waa stated, by tho way, 
on Mr. Baker's behalf, that McDonald & 
(^0. got their brick from him and hauled it 
away without hia knowledge, and that the 
miniieiit he became aware of the fact he 
stopped all furttier delivery of that nia- 
t;rial. But this was not sulii;;ient. He 
ouglit, if he desired to protect himself from 
theae proceedinga, wliicli he must, inevitiibly 
have known 8(Miiething of, have insisted 
upon the re-delivery of the brick. Thia 
waa not done, and tho contract wan, there- 
fore, a aul)aisting one. Beaides, the trana- 
action with Adams would of itself bu sulli- 
cient to bring him within the scope of sec- 
tion 'A2. 

Tho laat branch of the case remains to he 
dealt with. Under the circumatances above 
stated, were the proceedings of the Council 
in connection with tho award made to Mc- 
Donald & Co, tainted with illegality ! It is 
beyond dispute that thoae proceedings were 
successful in conaeijuenco of the votes of the 
three alilerinen having been cast in their 
favor. Their votes, as I have decided, were 
illegally given, as they were given at a time 
when tho givers were difqualified from tak- 
ing any part in the buaineaa of the board. 
It followa that tho award of tho contract to 
McDonald & Co. waa illegal, as it waa n.ade 
by illegal means. 

Upon every principle of jiiatice, the Coun- 
cil ahould bu |)rohibited from in any way fur- 
thering \vh:it waa thus illegally done. Not 
only the plaintill's, but the ratepayers at 
large, are deeply intei eated in aeeiiig that 
all contracts, and e-[)ecially for those of 
public works, should be entered into on tho 
faireal princiidea. 'Tluiy are intereated also 
in having those works dime at the loweat 
cost conipiitililu with good woikuianahip 
and good materials, As I have said, the 
pUiintiira' tender waa the lowest. Tlie City 
ICngineer acema to have reported in its 
favor on that score aud not to have con- 
demned il in any other reapect. It ia not 
for me to say that tho Council, us a matter 
of law, were bound to accept it, 
or should now accept it, aa in the invitation 
for tenders it was specially stipulated that 
the lowest or any tender should not be 
binding. But tho Counoil should bo pro- 
hibited, as /prayed by the plaintiffs, from 
executing, or carrying out, the oontraot 
whioh has been awarded to McDonald & 
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Co. in consequence of the illegality of the 
award. 

An order to that effect, and in accordance 
with the other pointa which I have decided, 
is accordingly authorized. 

Owing to the short time allowed mo, as 
the speedy decision of this case was alleged 
to he pressing, I have not been able to refer, 
in thia judgment, to several authorities 
which warrant the conclusions I have ar- 
rived at. 

The <|iie il ion of coa's I leave to be de- 
cided at the hearing ; but if thia judgment 
be hereafter accepted as conclusive between 
tho parties — a course often adopted — 1 shall 
aettle tho coals on motion for that purpose.

THE SILVER QlESllON. 

Galleries of the House at Washington 
Thronged to Hear the Debate. 

Washington, Aug. 26.— Tho climax of 
the oratory in the House was reached to 
day. Tho attendance exceeded the capacity 
of the galleries and tho corridors were 
thronged. Mr. Clarke, of Alabama, opened 
the debate, and, although he made a strong 
logical speech, ho was listened to wiih im 
patience by tho great mass of people, who 
wanted to hear from tho leodore. They 
were soon gratified, however, for Mr. Reed, 
of Maine, took tho lloor at 10:.'J(), and 
made ono of the most masterly speeches 
which has been heard for many a day in 
Congress. D. Eirn-.ond, of Missouri, who 
followed in a silver speech, and humorous 
John AUer,, of Mississippi, the next speak 
er, had little attention bestowed upon them, 
80 eager where tho members and speotators 
to hear from Hourke Cockran, the ideal of 
the New York Democrats. Mr. Cockran 
did not disappoint his audience, for when he 
concluded his speech tho Housa was over 
whelmed in a wave of thunderous applause, 
Mr. JSIand, of Missouri, made a good speech 
to e'mpty galleries, but they were filled 
again to listen to a short but Ifoical epeec" 
from Mr. Wilson, of West VirgiuiH, the 
father of the pending bill. 

Mr. Cockran said every one would admit 
that the arguments in favor of the free coin 
age of silver were piotureenue rather than 
convincing. When Congress adjourned last 
March, tho country was prosperous in every 
respect., while now tho gaunt spectre of 
starvation was stalking about through the 
land. The remedy for tliis condition of 
thini;i ought to bo sought for, free from any 
spirit f.f partisinphip. , 

Mr. Cockran said that the platform of the 
Domocrutic party d'd not declare for free 
coinage of silver, that an attempt was made 
in the convention by a delegate from Col- 
orado to oommit the party to that princi 
pie, but f.iiled to secure ten votes on the 
(I'jor ot tho convention in support tf the 
proposition. Mr. Cockran devoted himself 
to a historiciil resume of financial 
legislation, and asserted that there were 
no instance in tho history of civih'zitlou 
where gold and silvtr never eirouUted sid 
by sido at any ratio. It was impossible 
that they should do so. Tho fluctuations 
of the values of tho two coins were sufl 
otent to constantly drivo out iho dean' 
metal, and this, said Mr Cockran, was th 
inevitable result. The United States would 
have to import gold if it was desired to 
maiutain the pirity of silver. Reterring to 
the assertion that silver was still the basis 
of value of the farmers' produots, Mr. Cock 
ran ioqaircd, "If that be so, why do you 
not give him the full value of it? You 
would give the farmer 371J grains 
of pure silver while I should givi 
him 651i grains." Does the gentle 
man fear that silver will have the same 
effect upon the human raoe as alcohol, that 
while a little of it is apt to stimulate, too 
muoh will atnpify and destroy. The fact 
was, in the very nature of things, tho banks 
and corporations arc tho debtors 
of the country and tho working- 
men are the creditors flentlemcn 
tell us that labor has depreciated. I deny 
it, said Mr. Cockran, the Aldrioli report 
shows that never before in the history of 
the world did the laboring man of America 
receive so muoh gold for his labor.
